This past summer, Jolanda and 1 made two collecting trips tp ( the western U S to explore the 
area for the post-symposium excursion. We are now arranging the logistics for that trip. We 
plan to leave Minnesota and head west to the Black Hills of South Dakota, then to the Bighorn 
Mountains of Wyoming, from there to Yellowstone and Grand Teton National Parks, from the 
national parks, we will head southeast to the Snowy Ranges of Wyoming, then south into 
Colorado to Rocky Mountain National Park and the area surrounding Estes Park or Fort 
Collins, from there we will head back through; Nebraska and Iowa to Minnesota. It will be a 
very busy trip, but if we plan it well we should be able to squeeze in everything in 2 weeks. 
Tentative dates for the trip are 18-31 July, 198SU I havenpt yet calculated exactly how much 
the post-symposium excursion will cost, but X suspect it Wijl run about $500 per person (less 
or more depending on the number of participants) The prijnary purpose of the trip will be 
collecting, but I will include many opportunities for sightseeing and nature watching. I have 
selected collecting sites primarily at carppsites in our National Forests, but all are close to 
lodges and motels for those who prefer nof to sleep in a tent. Of course, (hotels will be more 
expensive than camping. Because of the nature of the trip,,! do not feel capable of taking more 
than 10-15 people in the field, in addition to four of iis from Minnesota (me, our collection’s 
curator Dr. Phil Clausen, and my two graduate students). Those who are interested in the trip 
are urged to let me know as soon as possible. Space will be reserved on a first-come, first-serve 
basis. I will be able to give participants a more precise estimate of costs by late January 1995. 
To date, six participapt^%ve1^g^pred for the post-symposium excursion; l suspect that 
there will be many others who are interested in the excursion, but I am afraid I will disappoint 
some of you simply because of hpa:Ce limitations 
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On March 7th I will be traveling to Venezuela to join my colleague Dr. Claudia Cressa for a 
collecting expedition to Parque Nacional Canaima and other localities in the Gran Sabana. We’ll 
later be joined by Dr. Ollie Flint for a week in Venezuela’s Peninsula de Paria. I’ll return to the 
States on the 12th of April, while Ollie will continue on to Trinidad and then Guyana. When I 
return, I will devote my full efforts to preparing the program and making the final arrangements 
for the symposium. 

We are very much looking forward to seeing all of you at the symposium.
